The Fenger High School sophomore is hit on the head with a 
wooden board, pommeled with fists and stomped on in a street 
brawl captured on video. His lifeless body is dragged inside a 
nearby community center as his attackers flee. 

The chaotic two-minute video is as disturbing today as it was 
when it was uploaded to the Internet four years ago. 

Tuesday marks the anniversary of a 
2009 Chicago Public Schools student 
attack that stunned the nation: the 
beating death of Derrion Albert. His 
killing resulted in a visit from Educa- 
tion Secretary Arne Duncan and At- 
torney General Eric Holder. Five peo- 
ple were convicted, and the tragedy led 
to the creation of the Safe Passage pro- 
gram, designed to protect students who walk through troubled 
areas on their way to school. 

It wouldn’t be the last time Chicagoans would click online 
and watch a crime being committed. 

Video of a homeless man decked in the face on a CTA train 
platform was uploaded in 2011. Last year, the video a 17-year- 
old high school student getting punched and kicked in a snowy 
Bridgeport alley was posted to YouTube. In July 2012, video sur- 
faced on Facebook of 62-year-old Defino Mora being beaten by 
teens in a West Rogers Park alley Mora died the next day 

Greater access to technology combined with the practice of 
posting videos to social media makes viral videos more com- 
mon. The motivations of those who post the videos and the 
people who view and share them vary 

Viewers are more likely to spread videos that evoke strong 
emotions such as anger and disgust, said Rosanna Guadagno, 
director of the Online Social Influence Laboratory at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 

“When there’s a negative shock value, they want to spread 
it far and wide,” she said based on two studies she conducted.

Seeing a visual portrayal of what happens has a much greater 
effect than reading about it and generates a stronger emotional 
response, said Arthur Lurigio, psychology and criminal justice 
professor at Loyola University Chicago. 

Viewers watch such violent videos even though they may 
find the crime to be incomprehensible because the brain is 
wired to pay attention to something new, not mundane, he said. 

“You can’t look away from the horrific accidents kind of re- 
sponse. It’s because it’s novel and it’s stimulating,” Lurigio said. 

Those who post and record violent videos can have differ- 
ent motivations, experts say Some want to bring the act to the 


attention of police so justice can be served. Others may enjoy 
having access to something considered taboo. 

When it comes to a criminal specifically recording the 
crime and posting it himself, Lurigio said, often the perpetra- 
tor is guided by the celebrity factor, personal satisfaction and 
image enhancement. 

“That is absolutely for self-promotion, self-aggrandizement 
and perversely repeating gratification of the incident,” he said. 
“The victimization is what they have to feel temporarily more 
powerful.”

Two men charged 
in mass shooting

Two suspects in their early 20s were charged 
Monday night in the shooting last week at a 
park in Back of the Thrds that left 13 injured, 
including a 3 -year-old boy Cook County pros- 
ecutors said. 

The break in the case came as the young- 
est victim of the mass shooting was making 
a quick recovery walking around his hospital 
room and even refusing to take off his brand- 
new blue Nikes when he sleeps. 

At about 8:20 p.m. Monday a spokeswoman 
for the Cook County state’s attorney’s office 
announced the charges in a shooting that once 
again put Chicago in a national spotlight for 
runaway gun violence. 

Bryon Champ, 21, and Kewane Gatewood, 
20, both of Chicago, were charged with three 
counts each of attempted murder and aggra- 


vated battery with a firearm, spokeswoman 
Sally Daly said. 

A statement issued late Tuesday by Chicago 
police said both suspects “played significant 
roles” in the shooting but neither was believed 
to be the shooter. 

Both suspects are scheduled to appear Tues- 
day in bond court, Daly said. 

Earlier Monday as police questioned sus- 
pects, residents who live near Cornell Square 
Park continued to raise concerns about the 
gang conflicts in the area. 

Keeyana Keith, 24, said she was frightened 
for her two children, 5 and 6, as she and her 
brother walked them to Richard J. Daley El- 
ementary Academy not far from the park. 

“I hear gunshots, I know how to run,” Keith 
said. “How do these kids know how to run 
from gunshots?”

“Marvel’s Agents of 
S.H.LE.L.D.” arrives 
with a heavy burden 
on its shoulders: ABC 
needs it to be a hit, 
while the geekdom 
expects to be blown 
away 

Spun off from the one of the biggest films 
of all time, director Joss Whedon’s 2012 “The 
Avengers,” “S.H.LE.L.D.” already has a fan 
base to count on. Actually two— the Whedon- 
verse can’t wait for another series from the 
man who brought them “Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer,” “Eirefly” and “Dollhouse.” 

Cool your jetpacks, people. “Marvel’s 
Agents of S.H.LE.L.D.” is good, but not 
quite great— at least not in its first hour. That 
doesn’t mean it’s not an entertaining ride with 
incredible potential. (Em giving it the 3.5 stars 
based on that potential.) 

Directed by Whedon and written by 
showrunners Jed Whedon and Maurissa 
Tancharoen, the pilot has that Whedon-esque 
wit and exciting action. But it feels maybe a 
bit restrained, like the high stakes meant too

many cooks were in the kitchen. (I can just 
picture ABC and Marvel execs picking away 
at scenes and making “suggestions.”) 

I thought the pilot did a good job of setting 
up the series for the handful of people who 
haven’t seen “The Avengers,” but then again, I 
saw the film— twice. 

Agent Phil Coulson— movie spoiler com- 
ing! —is alive, even though he was killed in 
“The Avengers.” This miracle isn’t explained 
just yet, but the writers insert a deliciously 
intriguing mystery as to how Coulson sur- 
vived— and whether he even knows why “He 
can’t knov^” a character from the movie says 
in a nice TV cameo. (At least I think that’s 
what is said; ABC limited the pilot’s availabil- 
ity for a rewatch.) 

Resurrecting Coulson was a great move 
because Clark Gregg, the actor who plays him, 
is perfect for a Whedon series full of smart 
one-liners and dry humor. With his everyman

appearance, Gregg plays Coulson as a man 
who has seen it all and still can flash a wry 
smile. 

In the wake of the Battle for Newark 
(again, from “The Avengers”), Coulson assem- 
bles a team of non-superheroes to investigate 
all forms of wrongdoing. Black ops specialist 
Grant Ward (Brett Dalton) isn’t a team player. 
Pilot and fighter Melinda May (Ming-Na 
Wen) has a troubled past. The sure-to-be fan 
favorite duo Eitzsimmons— Leo Eitz (Iain de 
Caestecker) and Jemma Simmons (Elizabeth 
Henstridge)— are the science geeks. 

Chicago native Chloe Bennet has a lot of 
fun as smart-ass hacker Skye, who is recruited 


by Coulson despite her mistrust of the gov- 
ernment and agencies with so many damn 
initials. (S.H.LE.L.D, by the way stands for 
Strategic Homeland Intervention, Enforce- 
ment and Logistics Division.) 

Even though the team’s first assignment- 
involving an ordinary guy with strange new 
powers (f. August Richards)— is kind of aver- 
age as adventures go, the actors seem to have 
found a snappy groove already 

HopefuUy everything that’s just good about 
the pilot will gel into something marvelous 
and more relaxed (and fan-adored). It would 
be a shame if super-sized expectations killed 
“Marvel’s Agents of S.H.LE.L.D.”

Running was the most popular type of ex- 
ercise followed by lifting weights and biking/ 
hiking/outdoor activi- 
ties, according to 
the survey by T’ 
mex. 

“If it’s true, 
it’s good news 
for the fitness 


industry,” said Dr. Walter Thompson, who 
studies exercise trends for the American Col- 
lege of Sports Medicine. 

Thompson said the survey probably pro- 
vides a “useful snapshot” into the behaviors of 
the responding age group. “Outside that 
group,” he said, “it’s a little dangerous.” 
Sixty-one percent of people 
questioned in the poll during the 
last two weeks of August said 
they don’t exercise in a gym, and 
^he average American is no ear- 
ly bird. Only 27 percent said 
they found time to get in a 
workout during the work 
day 

Thompson cautions 
that people tend to exag- 
gerate, at least a little bit. 
Some 29 percent of those 
surveyed said they spend be- 
tween 30 minutes and one hour 
on their physical activities and 
18 percent claim between one 
and two hours.

Exercise trends come and go as step aerobics 
yield to interval training, weight machines are 
tossed for medicine balls and Mates falls in 
and out of fashion. 

But when it comes to exercise habits, 
Americans say they prefer to stick to what’s 
simple, solo and short. 

Nearly 75 percent of 1,200 adults ages 24 to 
44 questioned in an online survey about exer- 
cise habits said they worked out at least once a 
week and 77 percent prefer to 
do it alone.

‘Ask people ‘How much do you weigh?’ 
‘How tall are you?’ and I’m pretty sure most 
people will tell you they’re taller,” he said in 
an interview. “We know that among the gen- 
eral population about 20 percent exercise 
regularly, not say they do but do, and about 
80 percent don’t exercise.” 

ACSM recommends adults should get at 
least 150 minutes of moderate -intensity car- 
dio-respiratory exercise per week. 

As for the 26 percent of those polled who 
don’t exercise, Gregory Chertok, a sport 
and exercise psychology consultant for Telos 
Sport Psychology Coaching in New York, 
said the reason may be simply that they don’t 
think they can. 

“It’s called the concept of self-efficacy,” 
he said of the term coined by psychologist 
Albert Bandura in the 1970s. “When people 
doubt their ability to accomplish a task, 
when they don’t feel competent, motivation 
plummets,” he said. 

Conversely, he added, adherence to an ex- 
ercise routine skyrockets when people con- 
sider it non-negotiable.
